AROUND 3,500 school children 
are set to benefit from a boost to 
a grant supporting primary 
schools in Luton. 

London Luton Airport Ltd 
(LLAL) has pledged £190,000 to 
the Supporting Primary School 
Pupils' Fund, which helps pupils 
from low income families. 

Schools will be allocated 
between £600 and £10,000 based 
on how many of their pupils 
qualify for free school meals. 

Parents of qualifying children 
can apply for a £50 grant. 

The fund was officially 
launched at Pirton Hill Primary 
School, where 40 per cent of 
their pupils would be eligible for 


financial assistance. 

The school's headteacher,

Complaint over ‘pumped 
up’ busway user figures

THE former leader of the Luton 
Conservative Association is to lodge 
a formal complaint with the coun¬ 
cil's chief executive over comments 
that estimates for the expected 
number of journeys in the busway's 
first year were ‘embellished' and 
‘pumped up'. 

John Young, the Tory council can¬ 
didate for the Bramingham Ward, 
said he would be writing to Luton 
council chief Trevor Holden for 
clarification on the remarks made 
by a councillor. 

During a radio interview on 


Tuesday, Cllr Dave Taylor said a 
business case submitted to the 
Government in 2008, with estimates 
on the expected journey numbers 
for the £91 million Luton Dunstable 
Busway’s first year, had been 
‘pumped up’ and ‘embellished’. 

Luton council has revealed that 
there have been 1,040,000 busway 
passenger journeys between its open¬ 
ing on September 25 last year and the 
end of June this year, compared to 
three million estimated in the sub¬ 
mitted document for the whole year. 

Cllr Taylor had said: “The figures in 
2008 were ambitious. When you’re 
putting a business case to the 
Government you’re not going to 
understate your case, you’re going to 


embellish. When you have a crystal 
ball you can see [the figures] but 
unfortunately we don’t have a 
crystal ball.” 

Mr Young said he had been ‘dis¬ 
gusted’ by the comments and felt 
the busway had not met its aims. 

He said: “Every time I drive next to 
the busway in my car I look to see 
what’s on it and apart from the rush 
hour there are not many people on 
the buses. And the traffic as far as I 
can see is still the same. 

“In the letter I will be asking about 
the embellishment comments since 
he [Mr Holden] is in charge of Luton 
council and if we don’t get a satisfac¬ 
tory answer then it will go to the 
ombudsman and then to the Public 


Accounts Committee.” 

Mr Young’s sentiments have been 
echoed by Cllr David Franks, leader 
of the Liberal Democrats in Luton, 
who said in addition to there being 
‘issues’ around the numbers for the 
busway, he was more concerned 
with its impact on traffic. 

Cllr Franks said: “The effect that 
the busway has had on the rush hour 
with people coming in and out of the 
town as far I can see is none at all.” 

Luton on Sunday attempted to 
contact Cllr Dave Taylor several 
times and left messages but he had 
not returned our calls at the time of 
going to press. 

The council said it believed Cllr 
Taylor may have been referring to an 


‘optimistic scenario’ and that in 
2008 the Government had not raised 
‘any concerns about the economic 
assumptions made’. 

A spokesman said: “The key point 
made by Cllr Taylor is that at the 
time we submitted the business case 
for the busway in February 2008, the 
recession had not started and the 
Council’s nationally-recognised 
transport economists were making 
what we and the Department for 
Transport’s economists believed to 
be reasonable assumptions about 
what the economy would be like, in 
terms of the increase in the number 
of homes, jobs and airport growth 
which would drive transport 
demand and usage.”

AN IN-DEPTH documentary 
following life at Luton police 
station's custody suite is set to 
air tomorrow on Channel 4.

A REGGAE music legend living in 
Luton has announced his comeback 
with a new album featuring local 
and international talent.

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Father is jailed over 
attack on daughter

AN ANGRY father who attacked his daughter 
with an iron after she secretly married has 
been jailed for three years. 

Malik Khan, 60, of Dunstable Road, Luton, 
pleaded guilty to assaulting his daughter, 
Maserat Khan, occasioning her actual bodily 
harm. 

He has been made the subject of a restrain¬ 
ing order, which means he must not have any 
contact with her. 

Luton Crown Court heard that on March 4 
this year Khan’s daughter married in secret to 
an illegal immigrant here in the UK. 

Neil King, prosecuting, said she knew her 
family would have disapproved of the 
marriage and shortly afterwards she moved to 
live with the groom in Nottingham. 

When the girl’s family heard that she had 
been beaten by her new husband, her parents 
went to Nottingham and brought her back. 

But just hours after the daughter had 
returned home, her father overheard her 
talking to his sister and saying she missed her 
husband. 

Mr King said on hearing this, the father 
snapped and grabbed an iron. 


He began striking her with it, telling her the 
marriage had brought shame on the family. 

Recorder Crane was told Khan had struck his 
daughter about her head, arms and legs and 
had briefly tried to choke her before walking 
away. 

All this, the court heard, took place in the 
presence of his two young grandchildren. 

The court heard since the attack on April 27 
of this year, the father has had no contact with 
his daughter. 

Tim Clarke, defending, said the attack had 
occurred after the dad had snapped on 
overhearing his daughter and that it was not 
an ‘honour-based’ crime. 

He said the groom had been an illegal 
immigrant who it was suspected had got 
married in order to remain in the UK. 

Mr Clarke said Khan now bitterly regretted 
his actions that day. 

Passing sentence, Recorder Crane told Khan 
that she had seen pictures of the bruises left by 
the attack. 

She told him: “They are large, deep and very 
nasty bruises.” 

She also told Khan he had been shaking with 
rage as he attacked his daughter and went on: 
“You told her she had ruined the family name. 

“She should have been able to trust you as 
her father.”

tionary for learning at home. 


“Our educational packs, 
given to every foundation 
child across 14 schools, will 
ensure that whatever back¬ 
ground a child is from they 
will have everything they 
need to thrive and face their 
few first days at school as 
bravely as Boris.” 


Social care needs from smoking cost £1.8m 


NEW figures have shown that 
smoking-related social care 
needs are costing Luton 
council over £1.8 million. 

The numbers came from work 
by the economist Howard Reed 
of Landman Economics and it 
shows the estimated cost of 
smoking to council care budg¬ 


ets. Smokers aged 50+ are far 
more likely than ‘never smok¬ 
ers’ to have care needs (around 
nine years earlier than average). 

The cost to the council from 
increased social care needs is 
over £1.8 million and the cost 
to self-funders (people who pay 
for their own care) is nearly 


£1.4 million. 

Cllr Mahmood Hussain said: 
“Reducing the number of 
smokers means less of the 
council’s budget has to be 
diverted to smoking related 
illness, and places less of a 
burden on loved ones to 
provide self-funded care.”

What is the motorway limit?

In the evenings, north¬ 


bound, I return at around 
7.30pm - we travel north¬ 
bound from the M25 at 
70mph, traffic leaves at 
junctions 8, 9 and 10, but 
at junction 10 the 60mph 
speed limit reappears.

Jk S someone once said,

love: very slowly and very 
carefully. 

You would not think so, 
listening to some politicians. 

The Conservatives, who 
must be vying for the most 
cynical, least principled 
government ever, and that is 
saying something, especially 
after Blair, are trying to grab 
political advantage out of 
near disaster. 

They nearly let the union 
slip, with a breathtaking 
indifference, until at the last 
moment when they realised 
the vote might be lost. 

It must have hurt a bit 
though, as they had to reach 
for Gordon Brown to help 
save them. 

Still, following their salva¬ 
tion through the hands of 
others, they are now trying to 
use their desperate promises 
of further devolution to 
possibly save their jobs in 
England. 

What they want is an 
English Parliament, or Home 
Rule, and they want it quick¬ 
ly, before anyone thinks of all 
the pitfalls. Of course, central 
to their thinking is that they 
would have an inbuilt major¬ 
ity in England, whatever 
happens across the country 
as a whole. 

So, whatever mad policy

they think up can be inflicted 
on England, irrespective of 
who the government of the 
day might be. 

Pretty shallow, you might 
think. More importantly, 
difficult to deliver. 

The main focus of a 
constitution should be to 
deliver fairness, honesty 
and stability, through the 
democratic process. 

But if a government comes 
to power and is unable to 
deliver some of its manifesto 
promises in England, it 
risks looking shabby, so, 
depending on the policy’s 
importance, chooses either to 
over-rule the English 
Parliament, or dissolves the 
government and calls for 
fresh elections. 

Either way unstable govern¬ 
ment is the consequence. 

Of course some Little 
Englanders may be happy, as 
we will be like Belgium, 
forever fighting over consti¬ 
tutional matters and to hell 
with the people. 

But for the British Isles as a 


whole it will be a mess. 

Of course there may be 
solutions, which could be to 
only devolve those matters 
that are not important, or not 
politically divisive, but that is 
unlikely to satisfy the home 
rulers. 

As with the EU, not much 
will satisfy them, as any 
concession will lead to 
further demands. 

So let us be patient and do it 
right. 

And while we’re at it, how 
about a bit more power and 
democracy in the regions. 

And also at Westminster, 
with maybe an elected 
second chamber. 

Better still one where 
ordinary people are chosen, 
as in juries, to serve a term, 
an idea I have long pushed. 

That could bring radical 
change, not just to policies 
but to how those in power see 
us and we see them. 

So yes let’s have change but 
thought through for the 
benefit of all, not a quick fix 
for the benefit of a few.

THE countdown is on to the 
Love Luton half marathon - 
with the big day just a 
month away. 

The 13.1-mile race returns 
on Sunday, October 26 on a 
route around the town. 

The course starts in 
Stockwood Park and then 
goes down Cutenhoe Road 
before turning into the 
Luton Hoo grounds. 

The runners will then loop 
around the grounds and out, 
turning onto Gipsy Lane 
before joining Old Bedford 
Road. 

The route then heads down 
Old Bedford Road, through 
Wardown Park before 
returning to the road and 
then briefly joins New 
Bedford Road through 
Kingsdown Avenue. 

Then it is onto Barnfield 
Road and Ringwood Road, 
before weaving around the 
Rookery Drive area. 

After that, the route 
re-joins Old Bedford Road 
and then it is straight to the 
finish by the town hall. 

Following issues experi¬ 
enced last year with road 
closures, alterations have 
been made this year. 

A spokeswoman for Love 
Luton said: “At the start, the 


entire course will be closed. 

“The half marathon begins 
at 10am and runners will 
have a maximum of three 
hours to finish. 

“A fully qualified and expe¬ 
rienced convoy will follow 
the race and will lift the 
road closures as soon as it is 
safe to do so, allowing traffic 
to flow as normal.

“We appreciate that 
shutting the roads may 
slightly impact on motorists, 
but safety is paramount and 


we ask that residents come 
out and support runners as 
they travel past.”

Teen has term for 
burglary reduced

A 16-YEAR-OLD jailed for 12 
years for a burglary in which 
a man was stabbed has had 
his sentence cut to ten years. 

The boy was one of three 
raiders who broke into the 
house of Tony Abrahams, 48, 
in Wellfield Avenue, Luton, 
last November. 

Mrs Justice Laing told 
London’s Appeal Court that 
the teen slipped through a 
window and his two older 
accomplices stormed 


through the house while the 
occupants slept. They took 
cash and a gold watch. 

When Mr Abrahams con¬ 
fronted them he was attacked 
and stabbed, suffering a col¬ 
lapsed lung and pierced 
bowel which left him needing 
extensive emergency surgery. 

The youth was jailed after 
being convicted of wounding 
with intent and burglary and 
being cleared of attempted 
murder. He was given a five- 
year ‘extended period of 
licence’, leaving him liable to 
prison recall if he puts a foot 


wrong after leaving jail. 

None of his accomplices 
have been brought to justice. 

The youth’s legal team 
claimed his 12-year term was 
far too tough in light of his 
youth. 

Mrs Justice Laing, sitting 
with Lord Justice Fulford and 
Mr Justice Wilkie, noted the 
teen had a previous convic¬ 
tion for attempted robbery, 
and had shown “no remorse”. 

However, she concluded 
that the original 12-year term 
took insufficient account of 
his youth.

He said: “News that staff 
accept changes to their terms 


and conditions, including 
considerable reductions in 
salaries, is a further, signifi¬ 
cant step in our efforts to 
complete our proposed trans¬ 
action [with Greybull 
Capital]. 

“Further hurdles are still to 
be overcome, however we 
have also secured major 
agreements with aircraft 
lessors and commitments on 
future investment from 
Greybull. 

“This is firm progress for 
Monarch, its employees and 
its customers.”

Family feud killer 
has sentence cut

A MAN who killed his sister- 
in-law over a family feud has 
had his sentence cut follow¬ 
ing an appeal. 

John Evans, 57, of Trent 
Road, was given life with a 
minimum of 22 years after 
repeatedly stabbing his sis¬ 
ter-in-law, Mary Evans, 70, in 
her car in November last year. 

His sentence has been 
reduced to 20 years and 10 
months following an appeal 
at London’s Appeal Court. 


Mr Justice Wilkie said the 
backdrop of the attack was a 
long and acrimonious family 
dispute dating back to 1987, 
when Evans was given a 
three-year term after being 
convicted of his mother’s 
attempted murder. 

The court heard the pair 
later reconciled and by the 
time of her death in October 
last year had become ‘very 
close’. Evans cared for his 
mother during the day while 
his brother, David Evans, who 
lived with their mother, 
looked after her at night. 


The court heard the broth¬ 
ers had a venomous relation¬ 
ship which worsened when 
Evans learned David planned 
to sell the home he had shared 
with his mother. David and 
Mary planned to sell up and 
move away to start a new life. 

At the Appeal Court, Evans’ 
lawyers challenged the length 
of his 22-year minimum term. 

Mr Justice Wilkie, sitting 
with two other judges, under¬ 
lined the attack’s savagery 
but ruled that Evans had 
received insufficient credit 
for his guilty plea.

Building partnership 
with the community 


THE role of Police and Crime 
Commissioner for 

Bedfordshire was always 
going to be a tough 
challenge, and so it has 
proved on so many different 
levels. 

But when I see the priorities 
I have agreed with Chief 
Constable Colette Paul 
starting to be delivered it 
makes it all worthwhile. 

The recent passing out 
parade for our 65 new officers 
was certainly the high point 
of my tenure thus far, deliver¬ 
ing on my pledge to do all I 
can to protect frontline 
policing. 

Indeed 94 per cent of our 
officers deployed in ‘visible 
frontline roles’ according to 
the policing watchdog HM 
Inspectorate of 

Constabularies’ definition, 
are providing the visible 
policing that the public tell 
me they value so much. 

This visibility is enhanced 
by the ever-increasing 
number of Special 
Constables, despite the fact 
that several have left to 
become full-time officers. 

I am assured that my plans 
to double the number of 
Specials are on track and I 
would personally like to 
thank all those volunteers 



Bedfordshire’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins on 
building a strong partnership 
between police and community 


who make such a difference 
to our policing resilience. 

Reversing the Police 
Authority’s decision to cut 
the number of PCSOs in the 
county by a third has also 
protected the frontline 
policing presence. 

It did necessitate a small 
increase in the amount of 
Council Tax, but people had 
told me that they were 
prepared to pay a little more 
money to keep officers 
and PCSOs out in their 
communities. 

When I arrived the force 
was on course to achieve the 
Government’s savings target 
and was still managing to cut 
recorded crime, but that was 
coming at a cost. 

People had told me that 
Bedfordshire Police was 
becoming remote, and far 
less visible in our communi¬ 
ties, and I know the frontline 
was stretched almost to 
breaking point. 

When I first appointed 
Chief Constable Colette Paul 


we set a plan that enabled the 
crimes that matter most to 
people such as burglary, 
robbery and serious violence 
to be tackled; and would 
ensure that Bedfordshire 
police was more visible, 
whilst still making the 
savings needed due to gov¬ 
ernment funding reductions. 

Well, it’s happening. 

In addition, progress has 
been made to improve the 
diversity of our police; there 
will be a step change in the 
technology our police use; 
issues such as hate crime 
have been prioritised; and an 
innovative approach has 
been taken in order to 
improve services for victims 
of crime in the county. 

All these changes are help¬ 
ing to build a stronger part¬ 
nership between local com¬ 
munities and their police. 

That’s why whatever the 
future holds I will take satis¬ 
faction from the impact I 
have had on policing in 
Bedfordshire.

Inner Vision aim to help blind 
people feel more confident 



LIVE MUSIC 

Inner Vision Orchestra 
Luton Library Theatre 

Thursday October 25, £10 

A GROUP of professional and 
amateur musicians will be 
performing in Luton next month, 
with one thing in common - all of 
the members are blind. 

The Inner Vision Orchestra 
{pictured), fronted by world 
renowned multi-instrumentalist 
Baluji Shrivastav, will play the 
Library Theatre as part of their 
second UK tour. 

On the band’s history, Mr 
Shrivastav said: “We have 10 blind 
people from across the world 
performing in Inner Vision, from as 
far afield as Japan and Nigeria. 

“Despite our multicultural back¬ 
ground, I met all of the members of 
the project in London,” added Mr 
Shrivastav, who is Indian. 

On why he founded the group, Mr 
Shrivastav said: “The aim of Inner 
Vision is to help blind people feel 
more confident. 

“I’ve seen members increase in 
confidence since they joined and 
some, who were unemployed 
before, have got work as a result of 
that boost.” 

“As long as you’re blind and 
interested in being a part of what 
we’re doing, you can join. 

“Our performances aren’t just 
about musicianship; it’s as much 
about how you present yourself on 
stage as it is about the music.” 

This will be the band’s second UK 
tour, after their first last year and a 
tour of London in 2012. 

They have also travelled to India 


for performances. 

“We want this to become a world¬ 
wide thing, to show blind people 
across the world they too can find 
confidence despite their disability,” 
added Mr Shrivastav. 

The band has just released their 
first album, titled Inner Vision. 

On what you can expect from 
their performances, Mr Shrivastav 
said: “What you will find in our 
shows is a different kind of music to 


what most usually experience, with 
a variety of ages, ethnicities, influ¬ 
ences and languages in our show. 

“As we are blind, we have to play 
by feeling alone. 

“Sighted people can see each 
other’s signals and know when a 
song is coming to an end, we have 
to feel that and as such we have to 
have a greater relationship and 
connection during shows.” 

The tour will also coincide with a

Marie Embleton, which you can

The project will be made during 
the tour and focus on the band and 
the stories and struggles of the 
individual members.

Neeson walks 
tall in thriller

A Walk Among the 
Tombstones 

Out now

LIAM Neeson has taken the 
action thriller role to heart 
and his latest outing as Matt 
Scudder is no exception. 

A Walk Among the 
Tombstones follows Scudder, 
an ex-NYPD cop operating 
outside the law, who reluc¬ 
tantly agrees to help a drug 
trafficker hunt down the men 
who kidnapped and murdered 
his wife. 

Scudder soon learns that this 
is not the first brutal crime 
these men have committed. 

Now it’s a race against time 
through New York’s back- 
streets to catch them before 
they kill again. 

Away from the bright lights 
of New York City the grimy 
urban setting and graffiti- 
covered streets of Brooklyn, 
with a few run down apart¬ 
ments thrown in, make for 
some atmospheric viewing. 

But while the setting is 
enough to send chills down 
your spine the story, 


unfortunately, is less assured. 

Scenes of graphic torture try 
to mask the film’s weak plot 
with shock factor but it does 
little to help the story move 
along. 

Neeson is the typical flawed 
anti-hero (you know the type) 
with a failed American accent 
and no suspense to his 
character, although that’s not 
his fault. 

We know he’s going to catch 
the bad guys; it’s just a 
question of when. 

Neeson does manage to pull 
off a compelling performance 
and adds a flare of drama as 
the leading man. 

He’s rough around the edges 
and suits the role of a secretive 
sleuth in a gritty setting 
perfectly. 

Unfortunately the rest falls a 
bit flat for a film that’s meant 
to be a crime thriller. 

Trying to cram ah the intri¬ 
cate twists and suspense from 
Lawrence Block’s novel into 
two hours requires tactful 
editing, which is missing here. 

What we’re left with is a great 
performance from Neeson 
with the occasional shock 
hitting you in the pit of your 
stomach, but everything else 
lets it down.

RINGING 
THE CHANGES 


There are hot hatches that are built for posing 
and polishing and then there’s the SEAT Leon 
Cupra 280 with SUB8 Performance Pack. This 
one wants a flogging. It’s hugely rapid and if you 
want the most heroic hot hatch on track, you 
really can’t do a lot better. 

The Leon Cupra 280 is a beast. It’s a hot hatch 
with dementedly hard edge. Even in standard 
guise it’ll punch its way to 62mph in just 5.8 
seconds and it’ll shave a tenth off that if you 
choose the DSG twin-clutch gearbox. Top 
speed is limited to 155mph although it would 
be interesting to see how fast it would go before 
physics intervened. 

The SUB8 pack doesn’t deliver any additional 
power or torque but focuses instead on fine 
tuning the driveability of the Leon. Providing 
stopping power in keeping with the car’s 
potency, the brake discs, at 370mm, are 30mm 
larger than on the standard car and include 
Brembo four piston callipers; just what you 
need for the big braking zone at Aremberg. The 
Cupra 280’s electronically-controlled limited 
slip differential, already delivers impressive 
levels of grip but, for those discerning owners 


seeking the ultimate, 
especially on track, semi-slick 
Michelin Pilot Sport Cup 2 tyres are available 
for £460. Notably, that’s £540 less than 
those available on hot hatch rival Megane 
Renaultsport 275 Trophy. If you want the 
best from the Leon it needs this rubber. Thus 
equipped, will it go round the ‘Ring in under 
eight minutes? Probably not, as the ‘record 
setting’ car cheated a bit, being stripped of 
weighty items like air conditioning, but it would 
be fun trying. 

The SEAT Leon 280 is a real force to be 
reckoned with. Yes, its cousins the Volkswagen 
Golf R and the Audi S3 probably make better 
buys as fast road cars, but the SEAT’s heart 
remains on the track and here is a vehicle 
designed to absorb a heck of a battering. Add 
the SUB8 pack, with its bigger brakes, and 
you get a real monster. Go further and add the 
sticky Michelin semi-slick tyres and the racing 
bucket seats and you have a car that despite 
its practical side, has something of the junior 
exotic about it.

A LIGHTNING fast start helped Luton claim 
the scalp of Oxford United and saw them to 
their first consecutive victories after return¬ 
ing to the Football League. 

Having despatched Cambridge United last 
weekend this success completed an Oxbridge 
double of sorts, started when the Hatters took 
the lead after just 80 seconds. 

Luke Wilkinson bagged his first goal for the 
club on his 24th birthday but the scoreline tells 
a different story to a match that was controlled 
in large portions by an Oxford side who just 
could not open up the hosts’ resolute defence, 


which has now recorded four clean sheets in a 
row. 

Chances for Town - who had been blighted by 
a sickness bug in the camp this week - were few 
and far between but on 66 minutes Jake Howells 
converted the rebound from his own saved 
spot-kick to put the seal on three points - a haul 
that moves Town up to tenth in League Two 
and level on points with Shrewsbury in the last 
play-off place. 

The victory also stretched Luton’s unbeaten 
run to four games and saw a debut for recently 
signed former Bradford midfielder Nathan 
Doyle, while Shaun Whalley was given his first 
appearance of the campaign since recovering 
from a foot injury. 

Both had played in Tuesday’s 2-2 develop¬ 
ment squad draw at Portsmouth and they 
joined Jonathan Smith and Howells in the 
starting line-up as manager John Still made 
four changes from the 1-0 win in Cambridge. 


The Hatters boss was barely settled into the 
dugout before his side were ahead when the 
two goalscorers combined. 

Howells picked out birthday boy Wilkinson 
with a free-kick and the central defender 
looped a header over the flailing arms of 
George Long in the United goal. 

It should have been 2-0 a minute later but 
Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu blasted over the bar 
from eight yards out after benefitting from a 
fortunate ricochet to find himself through on 
goal. 

The Hatters’ shock and awe tactics had United 
reeling but it didn’t last long as the visitors 
gradually got to grips with the situation after 20 
minutes and saw out the remainder of the half 
as the dominant side, without unduly troubling 
the Town goal. 

Keeper Mark Tyler made one routine save on 
15 minutes from Callum O’Dowda - by far 
Oxford’s most dangerous player - and then

Deep into six minutes of injury time Barnett could not eke 
out a consolation for the visitors when he sent a bullet header 
into the grateful arms of Tyler. 

That had come after Town saw out the final 20 minutes in 
relative comfort once Howells’ strike had seen all of Oxford’s 
endeavour drain from their players.
